Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December  1968. 

During  this  period  2826  vessels  entered  the 
harbour,  with  a  total  of  1,277,624  n.r.t.  The 
actual  figures  are  - 

981  vessels  (including  96  yachts  and  14  H.M. 
ships)  from  foreign  ports  (290,543  n.r.t.) 

1845  vessels  from  coastwise  ports  (987,081  n.r.t.) 

During  this  period  972  vessels  from  foreign 
ports  and  570  coastwise  ports  were  inspected. 

293  vessels  from  foreign  ports,  and  9  from 
coastwise  po?^ts  were  revisited. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  is  very  good  in 
most  vessels. 

Timber  and  wine  cargoes  continue  to  expand, 
there  being  an  increase  of  25  timber  vessels  (7,915  n.r.t.) 
and  24  wine  vessels  (10,351  n.r.t.) 

I NFEC T I OU S  PIS  EASE .  A  very  strict  watch  has 

been  kept  on  all  ships  crews  from  infected  areas. 

RODENT  CONTROL.  /ill  vessels  from  foreign 

ports  are  examined  for  evidence  of  rats.  The  cargo 
transit  sheds  are  treated  regularly  by  the  rodent 
operators  of  the  Councils  concerned  .  I  would  like 
to  thank  them  for  their  efficient  service. 

70  de-rat  exemption  certificates  were 
issued  and 

12  rodent  control  certificates. 
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HOUSE  BOATS.  Periodic  inspections  made  of  the
